MAKES PLEA TO 
MAKE VETERAN 
PART OF TEAM 


"It is a challenge to the com ­ 
m unity to make a veteran feel a 
part of a team when he returns to 
Civilian life ” MaJ, Dallas P ratt, of 
the 
psychiatric service of Valley 
Forge General Hospital, said Mon­ 
day night in an address a t the 
Battlefield Hotel. 
The talk, entitled "Tile adjustm ent 
of the veteran from the viewpoint 
of the army psychiatrist,” was spon­ 
sored by Hie Adams County W elfare 
Committee of the Public Charities 
Association of Pennsylvania, In co- 
o|M*ratlon 
with 
the local 
Rotary*, 
Mons and Soroptlmlst clubs 
Speaking of the soldier who h a s ! 
been discharged from the service for 
nervous disorders, Major Pratt, for­ 
merly of the psychiatric division of 
Bellevue Hospital In New York said, 
* We shrink from what we see in our 
own minds We don't see him as he 
is, but through the veil of prejudice.” 
Difference In Caves 
M ajor P ratt stressed the fact that 
prior to discharges under the point 
system which followed 
V-E Day, 
one-half of the men discharged from 
Hie arm y were discharged for neu­ 
ropsychiatric causes 
Of these, he 
said. 94 per cent returned to their 
homes at once, and a total of 97 per 
cent returned within three months. 
The rem ainder stayed In veterans’ 
hospitals for further treatm ent. 
Tile slim young doctor also point­ 
ed out th a t there was a great deal 
of difference between a psycho-neu­ 
rotic patient and an lasane one. 
"Phycho-neuroals is an emotional 
disturbance resulting In the devel- i 
opulent of physical symptoms and 
disorders,'* he said Among the type*, 
most prevalent among soldiers are 
anxiety state and com bat fatigue., 
nervous indigestion, severe headaches 
syncope and dizziness All of Uiese 
can be cured, the m ajor added, "and ; 
there is nothing unusual about them. 
They are very common In civilian j 
life too." 
Major P ratt gave the results of 
a private survey he 
had 
made 
among various patients of his who 
had returned to civilian life In most 
c ases, he stated, men who took em- I 
pioymcnt in Industry moved to other 1 
Jobs before settling down, and their 
usual com plaints were that the pace 
was too great, there was too mucn I 
noise and the work was too strenu­ 
ous. 
Psychosis Cases 
The 
difference 
between 
the 
psycho-neurotic 
and Die psychotic 
was heavily underscored in the m a­ 
jor’s talk to the club group. Psy­ 
chosis is the attem pt of the mind ; 
to escape from reality, he said, “and 
the men who go insane in the arm y j 
are tho ones who would have gone 
insane in civilian life."
